Every city plan limits private 
rights, especially with regard to 
the height of buildings it per- 
mits, The more floors a_ plan 
permits, the higher the value of 
the land and the keener specu- 
lation. Building contractors are 
known to buy up plots when the 
outline plan restricts the living 
space that may be built on them 
and later, to press for the 
relaxation of the restrictions or 
for thelr removal altogether on 
the pee of “economic develop- 
ment.

THE constitution of the Fede- 

ration of Arab Republics — 
approved in Damascus last Friday 
and_to be submitted to a refe- 
rendum in Syria, Egypt and Li- 
bya on 1 September — is ἃ cu- 
rious document. 

It provides for a federal struc- 
ture linking three states whose 
basic policies diverge to such an 
extent that it is hard to say 
what brings them together. To 
give but two conspicuous 
examples: 


@ Egypt bases her policy to- 
wards Israel on her declared 
acceptance of the Security Coun- 
cil resolution of November 1967, 
which both Libya and Syria em- 
phatically reject. 
. be Mer and Egypt pursue a pro- 
viet policy, which has turn- 
ed Egypt into a virtual satellite, 
Libya for her part has repeated- 
ly demanded the evacuation of 
all foreign fleets from the Me- 
diterranean, a demand which is 
not only contrary to Egyptian 
and Syrian policy but also im- 
ples criticism of Egypt’s offer- 
facliities to the Soviet navy. 
he list of contradictions could 
easily be extended. 

The question then was how to 
devise federal institutions which 
would: 

a) present a show of unity; 

Ὁ) provide a useful instrument 
for as much co-ordination as was 
desired; : 

6) lenve final decisions to the 
three constituent republics. 


Compromise solutions 


The present constitution shows 
the signs of argument and com- 
promise. During the preliminary 
discussions last year and this 
spring, Libya had pressed for 
strong federal institutions -of a 
clearly supra-national kind. Sudan 
(then still a prospective partner) 
had favoured the loosest ‘possible 
link, Syria and Egypt had occu- 
Pied the middle ground. 

These discussions resulted in 
the signing of the so-called Ben- 
ghazi Declaration on April 17. It 
Provided for a very loose kind of 
federal structure. It had, however,

In the interval between the Ben- 
ghazi conference and the Damas- 
cus meeting last week, Egypt had p 
this clause quietly amended ito 
read that decisions by the Presi- 
dential Council needed to be 
unanimous. By thus introduci 
the liberum veto, Egypt woul 
have saved the day for uneroded 
national sovereignty, but emascu- 
lated the federation. A move of 
this nature would have reduced the 
Council to a presidents’ club where 
matters of state could be dis- 
eussed but decisions would ‘ie 
made separately by each member. 
Tt would have Foredoomed the fe- 
deration to the same lack of of- 
fectiveness developed by the Arab 
League whose charter saye that 
majority decisions are binding 
only on those member states 
which voted for them. 

The wording of the present 
draft constitution shows that the 
two smetler partners rebelled 
against the Egyptian line.

Here we have the answer to our 
initial question: a major motive 
in bringing the three statea toge- 
ther is the desire to form a mu- 
tual insurance society to safe- 
guard each others' regimes and 
keep each other in power. The 
events in Sudan last month, when 
Libya kidnapped two Sudanese 
rebel leaders and delivered them 
to their death at Numeiry’s hands 
and when officer cadets from the 
Beyptian military college near 
Khartoum fought alongside “loyal- 
ist” Sudancee units, haa provid- 
ed an object tesson of what is 
meant. 


Even so, if we compare the 
present constitution with the 
structure of the Egyptian-Syrian 
Union of 1958-61, it is easy to 
‘see how anaemic Arabic unity 
has become since then. In con- 
trast with the present federation, 
the Union had 8 siugle president, 
a federal government with full 
powers, a single legislative as- 
sembly, a single political party, a 
single foreign service and a single 
sent at the UN.

JSRAEL'S motives in organizing 

the Rehovot Conferences, 
which are planned to convey the 
benefits of sclence to deve! oping 
lands by bringing together poli- 
ticians, administrators and scien- 
tists, are pure and disinterested, 
without any shadow of a politic- 
al aim. Nevertheless, Foreign Min- 
ister Abba Eban did express his 
gratification before the confe- 
rence began that two vice-presi- 
dents and over 20 Cabinet Minis- 
ters were proving by their atten- 
dance that the attempt to isolate 
Israel in a leper colony had failed: 
it was certainly a pleasure to 
hear speaker after speaker, from 
all parts of the globe, express 
profound admiration for this 
country, and the hope that it 
would soon attain the peace it so 
richly deserves. Pragmatic Is- 
raelis, who believe that kissing 
your hand is all very well but 
a diamond bracelet lasts for ever, 
may wish that ἐπίῃ respect for 
Israel will find its expression in 
votes at the U.N. or in other in- 
ternational institutions, but for 
many of us jt is important to be 
liked, even if, for political rea- 
sons, we ate not the recipients 
of votes. 


Incidentally, mutual cooperation 
can lead us into strange pos- 
tures. Speaking to Mr. Manfred 
Ο. Cole, Minister of Housing: and 
Country Planning of Sierra Leo- 
ne, 1 was proud of myself for 
remembering that Israel! contrac- 
tors in partnership with the Gov- 
ernment of Sierra Leone, had 
built his country’s House of Par- 
Hameot and the Cape Sierra Ho- 
tel. Yes, said Mr. Cole drily, but 
the House of Parliament had cost

Some effort was made to use 
the Israeli experience to argue 
that metropolitan growth can be 
contained, and the population 
drained off to new develop- 
ment towns and villages. This 
seems to be a somewhat doubtful 
argument, as it ignores the secu- 
rity aspect of the problem — 
Israel simply had no alternative, 
but to build on the frontiers. 
Also, the settlers of the new 
towns and villages were willy- 
nilly pioneers taken straight from 
plane or ship, and given no 
chance to express ἃ preference 
for Tel Aviv. It would be inte- 
resting to see if Israel could 
induce the Black Panthers born 
in the Jerusalem slums, to go to 
found new towns and villages in 
the outposts: a success of this 
kind would be relevant to the 
world problem of coping with the 
urban surplus. 


The Conference did not produce 
any dramatic new Ideas about 
how to build wonderful new 
homes at astonishing speed and 
negligible cost. Delegates who 
came hoping for some magic 
hocus-pocus were woefully disap- 
pointed. Some of the suggestions 
about how cities should be planned 
were couched in such mathema- 
tical obscurities that one was 
tempted to Invite Golem, the Weiz- 
mann computer, to join the Con- 
ference (it was hard to believe 
that simple politiclans understood 
what was going on. The most 
comprehensible plan was that sug-

Professor Chester Rapkin, 
of Columbia University, Commis- 
sioner of the New York Planning 
Commission, recalled sadly that 
there was a time when “nations 
vied with each other for the ho- 
nour of having the largest city 
in the world.”

1 am 
disturbed about what modern 
dancers choose to dance about. 


“Dance is communication, not 
display. Absolute technique is 
essential but must be constantly 
aware of ita purpose — to com- 
municate. Of course, nothing is 
a wrong subject if properly used, 
but It is necessary to go back 
constantly to the source, to’ kee 
in mind that modern dance jsn't 
just something showy. For in- 
stance, I would hesitate to use 
nudity in choreography not be- 
cause I disapprove of it, not at 
all, but because it has been 50 
much misused recently in ballet. 
It might be misunderstood.”

An irony surrounding the = bi- 
Πα] German-Egglish editlon of 
31 Hesse pocma ix that the Lrans- 
lator, Janivs Wright, is In hls owa 
right a more proficient poel than 
Hesse. Yet, tn this volume at least, 
he presents a stralght-forward set 
uf translations, in vontrust to the 
“Imitutions” which Robert Towel 
produces, 

Wright points out that Hease ts 
an oinvarlably second-rate  nuther, 
never “intellectually exalting’ but 
never fesy thun secand rate. Only 
in the finul sexnment of the novel 
“Steppenwolf” did Hesse compose 
a sublime, alinost  lmeomparable 
prose, ἢ onever did he write ἢ 
cheap ‘trashy passage, as his Imita- 
tora are wont tu churn out.

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India of the statistics 
and a novelist’s India 
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A HORSE AND TWO GOATS: 


Stories by R.K. Narayan. With 


decorations by R. K. Laxman. New York, Viking. 117 pp. $5.75,

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ΤῈ first thing that strikes the 
reader about these five stories 
of modern India ly the Incredible 
nalveté of almost all the chariuc- 
ters. Even the wrongdoers—one enun- 
not really term them villains —- 
have a sort of primeval innocence 
more sultable to an Eden defore 
the Full than to any contemporary 
natlon. If Indians are renlly like 
this — and why should we doubt 
Narnyan'’s portralt of the people he 
kuows best? — then It goes along 
way toward explaining India Itself, 
and that dmage fommned in our minda 
by sheer statistics, by the terrible 
facts of Indian existence as report- 
ed in countless hooks and news- 
Paper articles: the raw figures of 
birth, death, hunger, the descrip- 
Hons of apathy, ignorance, and vio- 
ence, 


One is hardly aware of this sta- 
tistical India in Narayan’s serene 
landscapes. If it exists here at all, 
it lg like the annoying hum of an 
old phonograph, always present be- 
neath the straing of the music, no- 
ticeable only when one jg not car- 
riled away by the melody, But then 
one ig almost always carried -away 
by Narayan’s melodies, and by the 
almple charm of these stories. With 
One exception, thes: are all set in 
the exotic terrain, the lush and 
burgeoning vegetation of the my- 
thical Malgudi, Narayan'g invention, 
the scene of his novels, Tt is a 
dreamy land, peopled, as Hiden ne- 
ver was, by those who will not, or 
cannot, or who are afraid to, cat 
of the Tree of the Knowledge of 
Good and Evil. 


Wilful innocence 


Thus, the boy (Jater, the man) 
in “Uncle.” Troubled by oblique re- 
ferences to his own hazy past, by 
dark hints of hia guardian's crimi- 
nal implication in ἀξ, the child gocs 
to his “aunt” and is told: “Don't 
ask questions.” ‘Years later, a 
young man, he writes: “I acted on 
my aunt’a advice and never asked 
any questions... Thus I maintained 
the dellcate fabric of our relation- 
ship till the end of his iife...” This 
turning sway from possible evil, 
this wilful innocence, exints in diffe- 
rent form in Krishna, the young 
husband of “Seventh House," who 
cannot save his young and ailing 
wife because in order to save hor 
he must betray her. Hven Sam, the 
malefactor in “A Breath of Luci- 
fer," is an innocent, guiltless be- 
Cause he Ig guileless, Sam 15 kind, 
solicitous, proud, devious, o patholo- 
gical Har, probably, a chronic drunk- 
ard, certainly — and he is dan- 
gerous, But he is more sinned 
egainst than elnning, he maintains, 
the victim of a drugged Coca-Cola. 
One almost helleves him, one tends 
to forgive him, 


These three atories are all akil- 
fully constructed, but it ta the other 
two — each rather shapeless and 
More vignette than story — which 
more completely engage the reader. 
Here Narayan takes room ἴθ 
stretch, takes time to make his .de- 
ceptively simple, lelgurely way in- 
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to the heurt of eneounter, Into the 
mind and seul of τι fellaw leing. 
τ» gardener-euretaker who ts 
the Uth character of “Anucnalal" 
contes to vivil, semetinies exaspe- 
rating Efe Ino classt: tale of edu- 
vated inaster and titerate servant, 
Told In the first person by someone 
never Identified but surely the ur 
Nurayan hiniself, “Anunama- 
al" Li tore memoir than story — 
ἃ rveullection perhaps of the time 
the author confronted  pensant 
shrewdness allled to penusunt hapless- 
ness und eame out the sadder. 


Dares and succeeds 


But it is In the title story of 
this collection that Narayan ‘Is at 
‘nis best, ot his funniest, at his most 
audacious, daring much and 5800- 
ceeding, somehow. Thig tule of an 
unlikely encounter of two wildly 
different men from two radically 
different worlds is set in non-Mal- 
gudian Indio, in a stark and arid 
landscape. The old man, Muni, with 
empty, grumbling stomach and two 
scrawoy goats to his name takes 
them to the roadside to graze, and 
there meets the acquisitlve Amer- 
ican tourist. They chatter at cach 
other uncomprehendingly, Muni in 
his native Tamil, the American in 
his suburbanite Connecticut Bngllsh, 
both blithely certuin that they are 
understood. The Amcrican spvech 
does not ring quite true, I'm afraid, 
but the portrait Is devastating ne- 
vertheless. Almost caricature, it 1s 
still done with appealing warmth 
and even sympathy. 

The American bargains for and 
buys the Indlun equivalent of the 
Brooklyn Bridge, a clny statue of 
a horse, from Muni, who beHeves 
he has just sold him his emaciated 
llttle guats. Then, ufter Muni goes 
off to show his wife his hundred 
rupees, the American londy the 
horse onto his station wagon, for 
the first lap of hla trip back to 
life In Arserice, to his living room 
full of bonus volumes from five 
book clubs. At «me point he reas- 
sures ‘Muni; 

“.ethis will have the best 
home in the U.S.A. IH push 
away the bookenso, you know 1 
love books... The TV may 
have to he shifted tao, We can’t 
have overyihing in the living 
Toom. uth will probably say 
what about when wo have 5 
party? I'm going to keep him 
right in tho middie of the room. 

I don’t seo how that can intcr- 
fere with the party — we'll 
stand around him and have our 
drinks.” 

Thus the American emonges 08 
the most ingenuous character in 
this book of innocents. 

All in oll, these five stories which 
have appeared in such varied perlo- 
dicals as “The New Yorker,” 
“Playboy” and “Encounter,” ure not 
only. a splendid introduction to Na- 
rayan’s novels, but also totally 88- 


ttafying in themselves. The glossety © 


of Indian terms provided is helpful, 
but the illustrations, done by the 
author's brother-in-law, seemed to 
me to have none of the spirit of 
these gentle, witty tales. . 
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The sunset of U.S. Trotskyism 
A novelist’s reconstruction 


T first glance one ts Inclined to 
wonder why Harvey Swados he- 
ginghis long, many-sided novel of the 
Trotskylst movement In America 
(called, with no real attempt at dis- 
guise, almply, “the New Party") 
with the nuws uf the signing of the 
Stallno-Nazl pnet in 1939. This was 
not the moment of ‘Trotsky!sm’s 
birth, which nilght be placed as far 
back ay 1928 or ‘29, or 1818 (“neltn- 
er peace nor war") or even 1905, 
when Trotsky was President of the 
Saint Petersburg ,Sovict, or of ita 
greatest strength — thot was when 
the Trotskylsts ("“Bolsheviik-Leni- 
nists") entered the Socialist Party in 
8. body and emerged with multiplied 
strength and great prestige — or of 
weakness, such as Lenin's death, 
the Smith Act prosecutions In the 
United States, the defection of 
big names, Nke Diego Rivera. How- 
ever, {t was the moment of greatest 
hope since Trotsky's expulsion from 
the Politburo. How could the revolu- 
tionary cadres, the advanced work- 
ers, the entire proictariat, fall now 
to see who had betrayed the revolu- 
tion from the day the returning Le- 
nin had jerked Stalin, the one-time 
divinity student, from the editorship 
of “Pravda” and relegated him con- 
temptuously to a lesser job, where 
his home-made dialectic would not 
get him ip trouble with his Intellec- 
tual betters, who had wrecked the 
Red Army's advance on Warsew to 
gratify hia malice, who had opposed 
the permanent revolution with his 
own hand-tooled, antt-Marxist, petit 
bourgeois slogan of Socialism in One 
Country? 


Three stories 


It ts on this moment of inspira- 
tlon - invigoration - dedication that 
Swados chooses to ring up the cur- 
tain to reveal his chavacterg ullying 
themselves to the “New Party," 
Moving from one area of the move- 
ment to another —Nke Nerman ΜΗ- 
ler, who has been ἃ bodyguard to 
Trotsky in Mexico and has come 
home to practice “labour journal- 
ism,” whose wealthy father has “an 
Olly-nosed Turkish mistress in the 
Ideological! commitments like Sy 
Glantzman, whose brother, like thelr 
father, u furricr, ja & Stalinist, and 
whose cousin, Irwin Metzger, iy 8 
Trotskylst symputhizer. 


“Standing Fast” has — and needs 
πα ἃ muitipllelty of characters in or- 
der to tell what amounts to three 
stories; that of a world indulging in 
Qn orgy of dvstructlon — soldiers, 
sallors and civillans; men, woinen 
and children; Jews and gypsios and 
Gentiles; ships, planes and war ma- 
lerlal; jewels of architecture ond ne- 
Cessory houses (a8 In Chaplin's

Matter of temperament 


It may be that Trotskyism was ea- 
sentinily a mattor of temperament 
rather than politics, More preclaely, 
only those of ἃ spocific temperament 
wore attracted to the Fourth Inter- 
national. Men lke Mike Gold — nar- 
row, sectarian, dogmatic, humour- 
less --- bitterly and endlessly de- 
nounecd thu gectarians, schigmatics, 
“unemies of the working class,” in 
4 word, ‘heretics, who dared to 
examine and question the sacred 
de¢rees of the apostles of Union 
Square, Browder, Dennis, Gurley 
Flynn in her dotage, and their ἰπ- 
creasingly smalier-saturated succes- 
sors. 


In contrast, nothing was ultimate- 
ly sarcosanct — not even the pol- 
emics of the Old Man himself — to 
the readers of “The Militant” and 
“The New International.” The s0- 
lemn adulation which greeted the 
utterance of every platitude of Sta- 
Iin's — and he was a man given to 
platitudes: there was not to be a 
joker In the Kremlin until Khrush- 
chev emerged, bloodyhanded, from 
the Ukraine — would have been 80 
unthinkable if applied to any of Trot- 
sky's words by hls followers that it 
would have been drowned by a roar 
of satiric laughter:

Swados has put his responalbillty 
4&8 a novelist above his duty as on 
historian, and quite properly: for 
given the supplanting of the orlginal 
zeal by other interests —- some per- 
sonal, some ideological, some both, 
such os Increasing involvement In 
the “imperlalist war,” the inevitable 
weakening of doctrinaire anti-Zion- 
ism in the face of knowledge of the 
extermination camps, the movement 
toward “pure and almple unlonism" 
instead of socialism — a greater 
emphasis fs given in the last part of 
"Standing Fast" to the individual 
responses of the characters, whose 
Independent emotions rather than 
thelr symbolia or allegorical: or pro- 
totypical aspects (as earlier) are 
now dominant. So the characters 
lose their vagueness and inter- 
changeability to become sharp ond 
clear, engaging our sympathy and 
Identification with thelr sometimes 
petty concerns as they did not when 
they filled larger roles. 


Personal knowledge 


It ts clear that in writing the frat 
half of the novel, the author speaks 
from personal knowledge; in the lat- 
ter ‘he writes of a time when he had 
lost first-hand contact with the 
Movemient (and no atudy of the par- 
ty presy or gosalp about spltts, 
switches uod faoctlons can compen- 
sute for the clangor of political bat-

reconciliation 


in the face of catastrophe 


ASSUAN: Wenn der Damm Bricht... (Aswan, When the Dam 
Bursts... Preconstruction of a Catastrophe) by Michael Heim.

Fever since the Russians present- 
4 ed the late President Nasser 
with the Aswan Dam, strategists, 
diplomats and scientists the world 
over have questioned the wisdom 
of setting ao highly- vulnerable cdl- 
fice of this magnitude into this 
tenslon-ridden area, Some call the 
dam complexEgypt's "Achilles Heel” 
because not even @ dense forest of 
Sovict missiles and squadrons of 
MIGs can protect ‘this sole Ilfe- 
linc of Egypt absolutely. Others 
contend that the salting up of the 
fertile ‘Nile Valley and delta area, 
owing to the fnilure of the annual 
Nile floods to fertilize the soll, 
can hardly he compensated for by 
the benefits the dam brings. More- 
over, dams have been known to 
burst through natural causes. If 
this dam, the biggest In the world, 
does burst, It would spell doom tu 
Egypt and drown the majority of 
her 33 million inhabitants. 


A grim yarn 


Michacl Heim, 35-year-old his- 
torlan ond Foreign Editor of a 
prominent ‘Bavarian dally, the 


Munich “Merkur,” visited the As- 
win Dam area two years ogo and, 
with the RA.F.'s blasting of the 
Eder Dam during World War II 
vividly in his mind, he asked hin- 
self' “What would happen if it 
burst?" The result is @ grim yarn 
in which two separate processes, 
one released by mature and the 
other by human ignorance and 
errors, combine to make the dam 
erumble and pour 200 billion cubic 
metres of water and mud Into the 
Nile Valley, drowning everybody 
and destroying everything in its 
wake as far north as Alexandria. 
“This would be the eleventh, and 
last, plague to befall Egypt." says 
the blurb. 

Helm studied not only the sub- 
ject matter and the sclentific and 
engineering problems involved with 
painstaking precision to make his 
stark tale of woo ring feasible; 
he algo studied his main charac- 
ters: their actions, reactions, frail- 
1168. On the whole they emerge 
eminently plausible and human and, 
where thelr identities are not dis- 
gulsed at all or only thinly velled, 
such as Egypt's president “Dasat," 
and “Mrs. Emir," the unflappable 
Israel Defence Minister, they are 
quite true to life. 

Written inthepresenttense, most- 
ly in the form of short staccato 
news reports, Helm keeps the 
reader guessing by running two ap- 
parently unconnected parallel aar- 
ratlves which combine only toward 
the ond of the book. The one ls 
the terrifying, steady drop of the 
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lake level, after the banks cannot 
stand up to the pressure of all 
that water, and water begina to 
escape through continually widen- 
ing flssurea at the lake bottom. 
The other are the experiments of 
Dr. Marlo Angelo, an  gbaessed 
loner, in his kitchen in Venice, 
who wants to preserve the πιοὶβ- 
ture in fruit and vegetables forever 
to help sustain the starving masaca 
of this world; that is, when he 
isn't busy feeding a lame pldgeon 
that got stuck near his place, or 
watching the lonely girt by the 
window opposite and speculating how 
she would be In bed, or wondering 
why his wife Teresa drowned in 
the canal one year before. 

With something like clairvoyance, 
Heim deseribes a plot against ‘Da- 
sat's” life that is nipped in the bud 
(the book was written last winter); 
it is orlginated by fanatical briga- 
dier who wishes to have the dam 
dismantied rather than fixed, and 
not by jealousles and political mo- 
tives. The Israelis emerge in this 
horror tale as a dens ew machina for 
which “Dasat” is duly grateful and 
earns Sovict wrath. But tt doesn’t 
help any; thelr inigston to save the 
dam, which would do credit to James 
Bond, duly completed, most of them 
are lynched or otherwise murdered 
before "Dasat" can send them back 
to thelr country, "Prime Minister 
Moshe Dajan” explains to a reluc- 
tant Swedish U.N. staff chief why 
he wanted to help the Hgyptians 
Save the dam: "We want to try and 
plck up’ thia one-time chanee for 
conclilation between the two nations.” 


The dam bursts 


As the gruesome story ends, there 
Is no ‘need for & reconciliation, for 
there are practically no Hgyptians 
left. Just as the scientists in Cairo 
discover why the water In the dam 
jake falls ta evaporate, the wind 
whips those billions of cubic metres 
over the rlin, and the dam burats. 

Tt all sounds frighteningly posslble, 
and “Dajan” admits, right at =the 
beginning of the thriller, at a press 
conference at the Tel Aviv Hilton 
that he would have sleepless nights 
if the Aswan Dam were in the Jor- 
dan Valley. He also admits that 
Israel would attack the dam “the 
Moment jt became for us ἃ matter 
of Ufe or death.” Incidentially, Is- 
rael's Forelgn Minister In Helm's 
hook Is “Bar Lev,” 

The author dedicates hig horror 
tale to “Michael, Susanne, Peter and 
Anette -- that they may neverhave 
to witness this catastrophe.”

“For one thing, we think there 
will be less cheating In our school. 
If pupils are asked to express opin- 
lons — backing them up with things 
they have learned — it is harder to 
cheat than it would be if tho test 
were fact-orlented. Our attitude to- 
ward tests Is also more liberal 
than in other schools.” Dr. Green- 
blatt, who teaches at the Hebrew 
University Medical School, pointed 
out that there he holdy an “open 
classroom” of the type the Jerusa- 
Jem school will advocate:
